COLUMBIA HAS 
FREE RUNNING 
BOARD FOR 1911 


To remove from public view the un- 
sightly impediments of the running 
boards of motor cars has claimed the 
attention of motor car engineers and 


in each season cars have been produced 
with the long running boards marred by 
the presence of tools and battery boxes, 
gas tanks and other accessories, for 
which no other available place covld be 
found, 

In the new Columbia for 1911 this difti- 
culty has been adequately met. Instead 
of the running board pan taking the 
form of an inward curve and following 
the line of the steep iron from the frame 
to the running board, the sheet metal 
housing extends outward in a straight 
and horizontal line from the top of the 
side frame ember to a point directly 
over the inner edge of the running board 
to which it falls directly below and is 
attached. There is a permanent metal 
honsing, and into this housing there are 
built the tool and battery storate boxes, 
and behind this protecting guard there is, 
as well, the Presto-lite tank. 

This arrangement gives the car a very 
neet and cléan look, and adds to the 
appearance of length in the car since the 


length is unbroken with needless up and 
down lines.

building will be two-year courses—ma- 
chine construction and tool design, elec- 
trical construction and operation. The 
one-year courses will be in carpentry, 
electrical wiring,. plumbing, machme 
work, pattern making and foundry work. 
The site contains 12.25 acres. It is in 
the immediate vicinity of the art mu- 
seum, Harvard medi¢al school, Harvard 
dental school, Boston normal school, Sim- 
mons College and Tufts dental! school. 


The trustees of the institute are John 
D. Long, Paul Barron Watson, George 
Wigglesworth, Judge Robert Grant, Wil. 
liam and-Oliver Wentworth, relatives of 
the founder. j 

The principal of the new school will 
be Prof. Arthur L. Williston, who for 12 
years was connected with Pratt Insti- 
tute. 

Wentworth Institute will have many 
points in common with Pratt Institute, 
the New York trades achool, and the 
courses for mechanics and artizans at the 
Carnegie Trade school, Pittsburg, and 
the Williamson Trade school in Phila- 
delphia. The aim of the institute will 
be to assist young men in modest cir- 
cumstances and the tuition will be graded 
in conformity with the pupil’s ability to 
pdy. In many cases it will be nominal. 

To set any arbitrary limit on the en- 
trance conditions would be to defeat the 
purpose of the institute, according to 
the directors. Some matriculating pupils 
will. have had five or six grades in the 
grammar school and some will have had 
a year in high school. But it will be 
required that the applicant show a nat- 
ural aptitude ahd talent for successful 
work in his chosen trade. 

In no region of the United States do 
manufacturers call for specially trained 


.|and skilled workers with as great insis- 


tence as those within a 50-mile radius 
of the State House on Beacon hill, said 
one of the principal directors of the 
institute today. 

“The community is surely alive to the 
value of industrial education,” he eon- 
tinued. “It is tremendously significant 
that the recent convention of the Na- 
tional ~Society for the Promotion of 
Industrial Education was by 
most successful ever held. Interest in 
the movement have developed decidedly 
in the last few years. 

“The first commission on industrial 
education was appointed by Governor 
Douglas. Another was appointed by 
Governor Guild, and Governor Draper 
consolidated the industrial commissian 
with the state board of education, mak- 
ing it a permanent thing. 

“We shall search the country with a 
fine sieve for the best teachers available. 
On the part.of the pupils themselves an 
interest similar to that of the National 
Society is evidenced. The Mechanic 
Arts High School in Boston, for instance, 
has grown more than all the other high 
schools put together. Up to July, 1908, 
there were accommodations for 600, and 
the new additions, opened a year ago, 
bring the total accommodation up to 
1300. 

“In Cleveland, for another instance, 
three years ago a technical high school 
of practical character was opened, with 
a capacity of 1000. Already there are 
1200 pupils, and plans have been laid 
and a site purchased for another school 
of equal siz.” ‘

by friezes and by medallions, 

Many houses have but one or two win- 
dows in a room and are dark if treated 
with a heavy paper, says Suburban ‘Life. 
A dark paper absorbs the. light, and the 
sense of atmosphere is often lost. 

There are pretty creamy white papers 
on the market with silky stripes that can 
be used with excellent results. In the 
south of London this method has been 
adopted, for it was found necessary to 
have the rooms as light as possible to 
counterbalance the dark, foggy mornings. 

Putty color is do be one of the popular 
shades. The name does not sound allur- 
ing, but many of the papers in this «hade 
are charming. One excellent quality has 
a fabric effect and an aimost inconspicu- 
ous stripe about two inches in width. 
The pattern of the paper is as nonde- 
script as is the color, but it is for this 
very reason that the paper is to be 
strongly recommended. 

The tones go with any form of treat- 
ment, are soft and restful and at the 
same time light in tone. The paper costs 
$1.25 a piece (half a roll), but a copy 
of the paper sells for 30 cents: Putty 
color will be much used for papering first 
floor rooms. 


The idea of using the same paper in all 
the rooms of one floor, but of carrying 
out a different color scheme in each room, 
is to be strongly recommended. In a 
small house this treatment tends to give 
apparent size to the house and brings the 
rooms into harmony with each other. 

In some of the new papers the borders 
and medallions are being made to match 
cretonnes. It is realized that an all-over 
figured paper, with figured curtains to 
match, is overpowering in most instances, 
so the manufacturers have adopted the 
wiser plan of having plain or compara- 
tively plain side walls, with trimmings to 
match the cretonne curtains and couch 
covers. Delightful effects many be ob- 
tained by this method of treatment. 

Formerly the paperhangers cut out, 
roughly, floral effects in wall papers and 
used them as friezes; but the rough edge 
almost invariably showed, and the effect 
was not, asa rule, satisfying. Now, how. 
ever, the manufacturers sell the friezes 
and medallions carefully cut out and 
ready to be applied, so that pretty, neat 
effects are insured, and it is no longer 
to trust to the skill of the 
paperhanger. 

Paneling and the appliqueing of medal- 
lions require good labor, and consider- 
able time is required to do the work cor- 
rectly. Therefore, it cannot be called an 
inexpensive form of treatment, though as 
a rule it is well worth all it costs. 

However, it should be a consolation to 
those who have limited means to know

RESSMAKERS are bempaping the 
fact that their profession has been 


“ready-made garments” which are now 
to be found im every ‘city and even in 
small-sized towns. While it ig true that 
many wémen buy most of their clothes 


ready-made,-I would like to tell my read-. 
ers, says a writer in the Peoples Hom 

Journal, of a clever seamstress who was 
versatile enough to study the conditions 
of the times and to change her work 


accordingly, to meet popular demands. 
She became a dressmaking economist 


-|and as such advertised for work. A post 


card or a telephone message would call 
her to a house to consult on the possibili- 
ties of a spring. or fall wardrobe of a 
patron. Even ready-made garments must 
be made over as the seasons change, and 
dresses must be remade, waists made 
to correspond to fashion’s fancy, and 
odd: bits of materia} made into pretty 
accessories which every woman wishes 
but cannot always afford. 

The economist must stand, ready ‘to 
offer advice and to do the work of repair. 
Perhaps a dress is faded; perhaps two 
dresses are out of style but in combina- 
tion would make one sate. -date cos- 
tume; perhaps the addition of one or 
two garments would make some odd 
skirts available. 

This seamstress did all these things, 
and furthermore advised her patrons 
what to do with the odds and ends, the 
left-overs of costumes, the pretty but- 
tons ripped from one dress, or the trim- 
mings taken from another gown. Her 
services were in constant demand, for 
she was willing, in making money for 
herself, to save the dollars of her 
patrons, and this combination of ener- 
gies always brings success.

So carefully and 
slowly is this work done that a woman 
who takes especial pride in the result may 
spend from six to eight hours in the 
operation. The ashes are then removed 
from the top of the tub and the water 
allowefl to drip from the hole in: the 
bottom, the clothing being undisturbed 
until the following morning, when the 
articles are again taken to the stream 
and again washed with soap, great care 
being taken that the fabrics are not 
twisted or stretched, The linen is then 
dried upon bushes, on the grass, or on a 
clean gravel bed, and fresh and white and 
sweet, is ready for the iron.—Denyer 
Times.

FROM JAMESON RAID TO THE BOER WAR 


England Beaten With Many 
Stripes as Result of Elimi- 
nation of -“Krugerism” in 
South Africa. 


[The fourth of a series of five articles 
on the Union of South Africa, written 
specially for The Monitor by a man 
prominent in Seuth African affairs.] 


fb wees was undoubtedly a feeling of 
tension in the air, but few people 


were prepared for the startling news) 


which electrified London on Jan. 1, 1896. 
Dr. Jameson, at the head of a small 
body of Chartered Company troopers, 
had invaded the Transvaal and a letter 
was published to the effect that in con- 
sequence of the conflict between the 
Johannesburg reformers and the Trans- 
vaal government, Dr. Jameson was going 
to support the former and to ensure the 
safety of the women and children. This 
letter had been drafted and signed some 
weeks before by the leaders of the re- 
form movement-and the date was left 
blank to be filled in, either in London 
or in Cape ,Town, when’ the crisis cul- 
minated. The Transvaal was taken 
quite unawares, and most of the 
burghers were visiting friends and cele- 
brating the New Year festivities. The 
alarm was given, expresses raced to the 
different field cornets, and commandos 
were hastily organized and met Dr. 
Jameson almost in sight of Johannes- 
burg and had no difficulty in overcom- 
ing his force. He and his followers 
were made prisoners, and the arrest of 
the reformers followed as a matter of 
course. But the salient feature of the 
whole incident was that Johannesburg 
distinctly refused to rise ‘in rebellion 
and the most important plank of the 
conspirators’ platform was thus want- 
ing. It has been said that an empty 
stomach is a sine qua non as far as 
a revolution is concerned. In Johannes- 
burg the converse held good. “In spite 
of many grievances the people of the 
Witwatersrand were, if anything, suffer- 
ing-from a plethora of prosperity and 
all the good things that worg implies. 
‘The reform leaders had 
moment induced many of the prominent 
citizens who were innocent of any know!- 
edge of the extreme measuses that were 
to be carried out, a a harmless 
looking manifesto ing the griev- 
‘ances of the community. wey the strength 
of this document all the signatories 
were arrested and. subsequently fined. 
The Jameson raid is only briefly de- 
scribed, but there is still so much hazi- 
ness and misconception in regard to that 
historical’ incident# that it is necessary 
to-be explicit inorder to understand the 
situation. It mustnever be forgotten 
that the raid, without an antecedent 
rebellion,. uprising, or revolution. at 
Johcmnesbirg, was a perfectly pameaeel 
\ sible act, 


But the program was that a disturb- 
ance at Johdnnesburg was to occur first 
and such action would in a way have 
legitimized Dr. Jameson’s subsequent in- 
vasion as well as the ultimate interven- 
tion of the imperial government. Johan- 
nesburg, however, had an attack of cold 
feet, and Dr. Jameson, realizing the po- 


sition, and surrounded by eager and _ 


impetuous young officers, disregarded 
the appeals or delay from Mr. Rhodes 
and the reform leaders, burst into the 
Transvaal, upset the Rhodes “apple 
|cart,” and placed the imperial govern- 
ment in an extremely embarrassing posi- 
tion. -The introduction of a third factor 
must not be forgotten, and that was the 
edlebrated telegram from the German 
Emperor congratulating President Kruger 
on his victory without the necessity of 
appealing for foreign aid. The conster- 
nation and dismay of the British people 
at the unprecedented state of affairs in 
the Transvaal were at once merged into 
a feeling of indignation at Germany’s 
action. It was a most fortunate diver- 
sion for the Chartered Company and 
probably exercised a modifying influence 
on its fate. For public opinion was just 
beginning to realize the dangers of 
chartered company government when at- 
tention was quickly turned to the cry of 
foreign intrigues at Pretoria, which the 
Emperor’s telegram seemed to substan- 
tiate. Now what truth was there in the 
accusation so frequently put forward 
that the Transvaal was coquetting with 
Germany to the disadvantages of Great 
Britain? It is an undoubted fact that 
at one time the German consul general } 
and German interests were conspicuously 
active and almost aggressive in Pre- 
toria, but it is equally certain that 
neither President Kruger nor any lead- 
ing Boer was prepared to exchange the 
British king log for the German emperor 
stork. They were far too astute for 
that. But President Kruger, harassed 
by protests from the high commissioner, 
veiled threats from the Uitlander popu- 
lation, hostile leading articles in the 
newspapers of his own country and 
Great Britain, violent speeches about 
the state of affairs in the Transvaal, 
resorted to the dangerous game of play- 
ing one power off against another. 

In Morocco, Turkey, as well as the 
Transvaal the German Emperor has suc- 
ceeded in twisting the lion’s tail and, tn 
the latter country, the over-friendly 
attitude of German officials and German 
financiers was part and pareel of that 
policy. It was not a very noble role for 
a great power to play and an extremely 
perilous act for a little state to respond 
to such overtures. President Kruger’s 
attitude was convincingly illustrated in 
a speech in Pretoria, delivered in order 
to meet the accusation of being too 
friendly with Germany. He compared 
the Transvaal to a little child at the feet 
of the great powers, and he pleaded that 
it was only natural when the little child 
was in danger of being crushed under 
foot by one of the great powers to grasp 
the knees of another for prptection and

special stress on the Jameson raid, not 
with any wish or intention to stir the 
troubled waters of the past, but because 
of the tremendous influence that incident 
has had upon modern affairs and develop- 
ments. It has certainly had an incalceu- 
lable effect upon the present suicidal and 
wasteful rivadiry: in international naval 
armaments.*Before the Transvaal trou- 


bles England was in undisputed mas- 


tery of the sea power, and the German 
government had vainly tried to induze 


‘the Reichstag to vote an adequate sum 
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sioned about the value of German offi- 


cial friendship, though the sympathy of 
the German people remained unshaken 


It is not necessary to follow the course 
of events in the late South African re- 
public from the Jameson raid to the 
outbreak of the war at any length. The 
prestige of Great Britain has: sustained 
a severe blow at the hands of lier favor- | 
ite sons, who had carried Elimbethan | 
ideals to a length which was incom- 
patible with the ethics of thé nineteenth 
century. ‘It was hoped that. President 
Kruger would have relieved the situa- 
tion by a generous measure of reform, 
a course which was urged upon him by | 
sincere friends in the Cupe Colony and 
‘the Orange Free State. But it was hard

difficult matter to convince his principal | 
supporters of the wisdom of such 
policy in the face of the bitter féelings | 
and memories kindled by the Jameson 
raid.

again President Kruger announced his | 
intention of introducing more liberal | 
measures but invariably failed to carry | 
such into effect. Then Mr. Chamberlain | 
rendered the position infinitely more | 
difficult and acute by reviving the claim | 
of suzerainty over the Transvaal. T 
suzerainty was specifically embodied in! 
the convention of 1881 and limited to| 
certain rights of the suzerain power in 
regard to natives, the movement of 
troops and the conduct of relations with 
foreign powers. But these rights were 
relinquished by the convention of Lon- 
don during 1884 and all mention of the 
suzerainty was by tacit agreement 
dropped in that instrument, the only 
limitation on the sovereignty of: the 
Transvaal! being the right of Great Britain 
to veto any treaty the former country 
might make with a foreign power. For 
13 years the claim to suzerainty was 
never put forward officially and its re- 
vival was a gross breach of faith which 
for a time alienated the great Conserva- 
tive lawyer, Sir Edward Clark, from 
party loyalty. 

The _ republican - 
government which, 
in regard to arma- 
ments, was practi- 
cally defenseless at} / 
the time of the 1 
Jameson raid, had 
in the meantime ex- 
pended vast sums in 
the latest munitions 
of war, and Mr. 
Chamberlain’s re- “ale 
vival of the suzer- cag —— 
ainty had the effect we,penny, and, half 
of causing them to te commemorate 
redouble their ef- —, = seess 
forts.

times notices in references to the ac- 
tions of the Transvaal government that 
the statement is made that rifles and 
arms were furtively introduced and that 
recqurse was had to piano cases in order 
to conceal the extensive Pmportations 
that were being introduced from England 
and the continent. This is false and 
ridiculous, for the Transvaal, without 
publishing abroad the extent of their 
transactions in this respect, a policy 
which no state adopts, made no 


secret 


pains to conceal their importation of 
arms and ammunition. The war office 
ia said to have the right of cailing upon 
any British exporter »f war material 
to furnis returns of the supplies sent 
to foreign states, und it is further stated 
that the war office failed to exercise that 
right until the eve of the war, when 
they were dumfounded at the number 


of cannon furnished by one firm alone. 
Just before the Jameson raid a number

into Johannesburg from Kimberley for 
the use of the Reformers, and this inci- | 
dent most likely gave rise to the absurd | 
statement in regard to tlhe lransvaal | | 
authorities. The particulars as to the | 
piano case guns are to be found in the 
papers left on the battlefield near Krug- 
ersdorp when Dr. Jameson surrendered, 
and these are published in the Trans- 

vaal green books and probably in the 
British blue books, 

President Kruger was induced by his | 
friends to meet Lord Milner, then Sir 
Alfred Milner, at Bloemfontein in June, | 
1809> Urged by his friends and re aliz~) 
ing at last the danger of the situation, | 
he yielded after some discussion what | 
'was admitted by Mr. Chamberlain to} 
‘have been nine tenths of the principal | 
demands. Every friend of peace breathed 
with relief, and even the colonial office | 
was said to have been satisfied at first 
| with the results of the conference, but 
it proved abortive, and ‘after a period of 
intense stress preparations for war were 
made. Ten thousand troops were ordered 
‘from India. President Krugel protested 
and some burgher commandos were mob- 
ilized near the border. Finally the Brit- 
ish government ordered out an army 
corps for service in South Africa, called 
out the reserves and summoned Parlia- 
ment. President Kruger, regarding this 
action as tantamount to a declaration of 
war, issued his ultimatum on Oct. 9, 
1899, and actual hostilities broke out on | 
Oct. It is frequently stated that | 
President Kruger launched an _ unex- 
pected and unwelcome ultimatum on an 
unwilling England, so that it is well to | 
bear in mind that. the British military | 
preparations were antecedent to the issue | 
of the famous ultimatum. At first the! 
war was tremendously popular in Eng- 
land, but all throughout the negotiations 
and after hostilities had broken out a 
large and influential minority, including 
men of the stamp of John Morley, Camp- 
bell Bannerman, Frederick Harrison, 
George Meredith, Lloyd George and John 
Burns, were strongly opposed to the war, 
and were accused by the war partizans| [ 
of being: pro-Boers, Their numbers were 
augmented as the war dragged on its 
weary length, and by-elections prepared 
the Unionist government for the debacle 
of 1906. 

Krugerism was out, but the 
process Was an expensive one, and as 
that peculiar phase of policy was already 
a lost issue and only owed the continu- 
ance of its being to an old man of 71. 
it is doubtful if the results of the war 
from that point of view were commepsur- 
ate with the immense sacrifices that ¥ng- 
land was compelled to make. In regard 
to the other results of the war it is un- 
doubtedly true that England has been 
beaten with many stripes; the additional 
taxation and pecuniary sacrifices have 
strengthened the socialistic influences in 
England itself, while her powerlessness in 
China during the Boxer crigis has had 
consequences very detrimental to her far 
eastern interests and influence. The diffi- 
culty experienced in overcoming the two 
little republics was closely watched by 
the disaffected in India and Egypt and 
is bearing fruit today in the condition of 
affairs in those countries. It was natural 
that the hardships of the war in the indi- 
vidual losses and sufferng should be more 
keenly felt in South Africa than in Eng- 
land, but the larger hope involved in 
union and the guarantee it affords of 
future peace between England and the 
Dutch will soon obliterate the bitterness 
of recent events. 

The late John Hdfmeyer once remarked 
that the influence of the backveld Boer 
and the rabid jingoism of the British ex- 
tremists had been eliminated by the war, 
and that the future of South Africa 
would lie with the moderate Enylish- 
man and the enlightened Africander.

After the Anglo-German agreement in 
regard to the delimitation of the dis- 
puted spheres of influence in Africa, the 
German government reversed its policy 
in the Transvaal, and frowns and cold 
shoulders took the place of sunny smiles, 
but the German people remained loyal 
in sentiment to the Boer cause and -heir 
sympathy was sometimes aggressively 
pronounced during the Boer waf. But 
the German government, while ‘maintain- 
ing its “correct attitude” toward Eng- 
land, reaped the benefit of the wide- 
sympathy. Prince von 
Buelow pointed out the impossibility of 
bringing any pressure to bear upon Eng- 
land in favor of the Transvaal, while the 
latter was mistress of the seas. Give 
us a strong navy and we can make our 
protests effective, he said in substance, 
ard the result was the enormous vote 
of $40,000,000 which has so disturbed 
the tranquillity of England during the 
past 10 years. It is always rash to trace 
complex results to shmple causes but it 
would not be difficult,to show how large- 
ly the Transvaal .war has influenced 
many other national and international 
developments of the present day.

At the third international congress on 
home education, held in Brussels last 
summer, an address on its work was 


given by Mrs. Fannie Fern Andrews, with |

whom the association originated. This 
aroused a great deal of enthusiasm at 
the time, and ever since Mrs. 
has been called upon for literature and 
other information that will aid in estab- 
lishing the work in the countries named. 
“Not only these, but other countries are 
looking into the subject seriously, and 
@ number of American cities also are 
starting the work. It is readily seen 
therefore that by no means an unim- 
portan* part of the educational work of 
Boston is carried on under the name of 
the Boston Home and School Association. 
Although it is no part of the public 
schools of the city as such, yet is as 
closely affiliated with them as it well 
can be, and still have no official con- 
ection. As the name implies, its mem- 
bérship is composed of parents or guar- 
dians of children attending the schools 
and teachers. Its object 'is to improve 
the conditions of child life in the city by 
fostering co-operation between the home 
and school, and by providing an oppor- 
tunity for the study of child develop- 
ment, intellectual, moral and . physical;

Her work “in clubs 
and other institutions and organizations, 
educational, social and philanthropic, had 
led her to see the crying necessity for 
just such work as this association is 
trying to do. Others did not see the 
conditions from her point of view, and 
she launched her idea in the midst of 
much discouraging comment; but it did 
succeed. The first association was fol- 
lowed by a second and the second by a 
third, until now there are 29 associa- 
tions representing 31 districts. Of these 
10 were organized during the last vear. 
The prospects are that before long every 
school district in the city will have such 

“an organization. 

Three years ago these separate bodies 
were united into one central society, 
under the name of the Boston Home and 
School Association, each individual as- 
sociation, however, carrying on its work 
as formerly, according to the peculiar 
needs of its own particular district. The 


meetings have furnished opportunity for | 


parents and teachers to become ac- 


quainted. The benefits of this can hardlv | 
be overestimated, for it is only logic to! 
expect the best results in the training | 


of the child if the two chief factors in 
the process work in harmony and with 
intelligent sympathy.

It is a fact, of course, that all par- 
ents do not come to the school and that 
those who never come need most to be 
reached. The associations provide for 
these parents also. Through the visit- 
ing committees, parents are approached, 
homes are entered, counsel, encourage- 
ment and in some cases actual help 
given. In some districts this visiting is 
one of the most interesting parts of. the 
work. In the Eliot district, in the North 
End, the association has appointed a 
paid visitor, who goes to the school each 
morning and gets from the master a list 
of those children who’ for some reason 
or other do not conform to the condi- 


visits the homes. Whether for persist- 
ent tardiness, uncleanliness, backward- 
ness, gambling, truancy, insufficient 
clothing or street loafing, the visitor has 
in her 705 visits, representing 235 homes, 
been able in almost every case to rem- 
edy the situation and improve the home 
conditions of the child. 


Visits Bring Results 


The improvement in the school is indi- 
cated by the following statement taken 
from the report of the master, John F, 
MeGrath: “The school attendance and 
punctuality have materially increased, 
cleanliness improved, and a gemtieral ad; 
vance has been made upon unsatisfactory 
conditions.” At the associations’ meet- 
ings in this and other immigrant sec- 
tions the work is devoted to hygiene, 
sanitation, demonstrations and talks on 
cooktng for children, importance of 
cleanliness, parents’ relation to the 
school and responsibility toward it, why 
the child is in school and the necessity 
for him to study, care of teeth, how to 
clothe the child and how to amuse him 
when at home. 

The most important activities are car- 
ried on through committees whieh have 
in charge special subjects or departments 
of work. Of these the committee on 
vocational guidance is one of the most 
important. Neither the parent nor the 
teacher can decide to the pupil’s best 
advantage what occupation he should go 
into until his intellectual qualifications 
as shown: by his school work are 
measured with his general aptitudes as 
illustrated in his home life. Consul- 
tations of parents and teachers have 
proved most effective in gaining a true 
estimate of a child’s fitness. That the 
pare.ts appreciate the value of such co- 
operation is shown by the large at-

BANKING POSITION 


The securities markets continued in an 
apathetic condition today. The short ses- 
sion Was one of inertia in the full mean- 
ing of that word. Fluctuations in Wall 
street were so small that it was difficult 
for the habitual trader to scalp even the 
smallest fractional profits. The trading 
was entirely without feature during the 
early sales. 

Various reasons have been given for 
the extreme dullness prevailing, but the 
most popularly accepted one is that the 
banking interests are opposed to heavy 
speculation in stocks at present. Large 
corporations, particularly the railways, 
are in need of money, and a better bond 
market is needed for pending new financ- 
ing. 

However, there are many who believe 
that the present dull conditions cannot 
last a great while and that professional 
traders will foree activity in one direc- 
tion or another before Iong. 

A feature of the local market in the 
early trading today was the strength 
displayed by Island Creek Coal preferred. 

The New York market came almost 
to a standstill before the close and dur- 
ing the two-hour period the price varia- 
tions weve not more than half a point 
for any of the leading issues.

GREAT NORTHERN

ST. PAUL-—In the interest of economy 
and to minimize dangers of forest fires 
the Great Northern has decided to use oil 
for fuel in all its locomotives west of 
Leavenworth, Wash., in the Cascade 
mountains. The subject has been under 
investigation by an expert for more than 
@ year. 

Qi] burners are to be put on 115 loco- 
motives, including switch engines, which 
represent practically the entire motive 
power of the Great Northern on the west 
end. ‘The main storage tanks, with a 
combined capacity of 7,000,000 gallons, 
are being erected at Everett, Wash. Oil 
is to be shipped by boat from California, 
pumped direct from the boats into a 
pipe line, 1000 feet in length, into the 
tanks. Numerous small tanks wil] be 
erected elsewhere along the system, 
reaching Spokane as soon as possible. 


LOWER PRICES 
INSPIRE. BUYING 


NEW YORK — Within the last two 
weeks there has been a reduction in steel 
prices of certain of the less stable classes, 
with result that buying hag been acceler- 
ated. Structural steel orders are not 
heavy, but producers are not worrying, 
as they have plenty of work ahead.

Sple leather in all tannages is 
very firm under a moderate but steady 
demand, while upper. stock, particularly 
grain side leathers. and splits, is dull, 
and the vogue for shoes topping in 
eloth and other substitutes still has a 
depressing effect on light upper leath- 
Best tannages of cowhide back are 
bringing as high as 32c for tannery run, 
but inferior-tannages can be obtained 
at considerably lower prices. Hides show 
less activity both for domestic and for- 
eign varieties.

The true 
encaustic tile is of two or more colors, 
the design being cut out of the body 
clay and inlaid with clay of a different 
hue. Later on, the potters of Stafford- 
‘shire, led by Maw and Minton, modified 
this ‘method and made each tile of al 
separate color, laying them in the floor 
in geometric patterns, and thus return- 
ing in part to the Roman plan.

New Brunswick, is an interesting bit 
of history with which not all Americans 
are familiar. After the revolution 40,000 
or 50,000 Loyalists fled from this country, 
manyof them finding refuge in Canada. 
The Canad Magazine describes their 
coming ks follows: : 

It was in May 1783, that there arrived 
at St. John from New York a little fleet 
of 20 small vessels, having on board some 
3000 Loyalists. The season was wet and 
cold, the forest dense, with the exception 
of the small clearing about Ft. Howe, and 
there were no buildings to give shelter to 
so great a host, so the new comers 
stayed on their vessels till May 18. On 
that day—ever memorable in the history 
of St. John—they disembarked at the 
Old Market Slip, or “Public Landing,” as 
they called it. These first ar- 
rivals were only the advance guard of 
a larger army; and at the muster held in 
the summer of the following year, 1784, 
the Loyalists of St. John numbered 9260 
souls. By this time they had built, an 
“astonishing town” and “in less time 
than was ever known in any country be- 
I-~e.” 

It was a town of log houses, many 
of them built about the Market square ; 
and, small as the community was, its 
life was never stagnant. If it had not 
had social functions to keep it up there 
was always politics to fall back upon.

foundation. Considerable irregularity still 
prevails, but the trend is distinctly toward 
improvement. Certain pending matters 
affecting some of the larger corporations 
have been referred to as a possible disturbing 
element, but the impression. is growing that these will have little 
if any effect upon trade as a whole. — 

There is no great activity displayed anywhere such as has been 
witnessed in what are known as “boom’”’ years, but the steadiness of 
business is a characteristic that the conservative interests are pleased 
to note. Some impatience has been expressed that greater things 
are not being done in the iron and steel markets, and it is true that 
this branch of industry has experienced a sharp decline in the volume 
of new orders booked. But even the iron and steel business 1s now 
beginning to improve in marked degree. Some good-sized equip- 
inent and rail orders have been placed by the railways this week, 
and others are expected to be booked in a few days. These orders

will contribute materially to the business of the steel mills during 


the winter months. 

A condition most desired at present by the railways, aside from 
the requested advance in freight rates, is a better bond market. 
Much new financing has been postponed during the past year or two 
because the demand for bonds has been below normal, and interest 
rates demanded by investors are higher than the railways are willing 
to pay. New construction cannot be undertaken profitably under 
such conditions, and as a result the vear has witnéssed a compar- 
atively small amount of new railway building. Other new under- 
takings of importance have been held in abeyance tor the same 
reason. However, there is much refunding to be done, and within 
the next few months many corporations will be obliged to enter 
the bond market, even at higher interest rates. There is a remedy 
in prospect for this unfavorable situation 1n the securitics markets. 
Higher interest rates have been demanded because of the higher 
cost of living. Commodity prices are now declining perceptibly. 
The consumer has not yet felt the benefit of lower prices because 
the retailer‘ has not seen fit to sell his goods at lower figures; but 
the time is not distant when competition will force down the retail 
prices. It naturally follows that more money will be available for 
living purposes and a wider margin will remain for investment. 
There is a prospect, consequently, of greater demand for bonds, 
with -better terms obtaining as a result.

For six months after Dec. 1, next, there will be seventy-two, 
instead of forty-eight, hours of free time allowed for holding cars 
bearing lumber and other forest products, coal, grain and grain 
products, and for all other cars the free time will be the uniform 
forty-eight hour basis. Then the commission will decide at its 
convenience what commodities deserve more than the uniforny free 
time. New England railroads also have a chance,to accept a demur- 
rage officer whose name was offered by the commission, and who 
would construe and enforce the rules, passing on doubtful questions 
and reporting to the commission. This appears to be an arrangement 
eminently fair to both railroads and shippers. 

No better method, perhaps, could have been adopted to reach 
accurate conclusions regarding New England's ability to operate 
under the general demurrage code. It will result in obtaining 
new light on a problematical situation. The burden of reforms 
seems to devolve most upon the shippers, for in his report Com- 
missioner Lane states soberly that the business of a railroad is trans- 
portation, not storage; and adds that detention of a car by a shipper 
unnecessarily lowers the road’s efficiency, beside niaking other ship- 
pers dissatisfied. Now that the tentative arrangement has been 
accepted, itis to be hoped that results will be generally satisfactory 
to both railroads and shippers, and that amendments for which 
necessity is disclosed while the rules are on probation will be few 
in number and easily effected.

Diversification of crops in the South has opened the eyes of 
southerners to many things. It has established the fact, for instance, 
that the South need not go beyond its own borders to find an ample 
supply of wheat and flour. Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Mississippi,. North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, . 
Texas, Virginia and West Virginia produced this year one eighth 
of the wheat crop of the United States, and, as the Picayune 
remarks, they did this while at the same time growing the greatest 
part of the world’s cotton, and all the country’s rice, besides sugar, 
corn and oats. 

The great progress which the South is making in the production 
of corn will, of course, result in the building up of its meat industry. 
Whether it shall elect to raise cattle for the northern market or 
to establish its own packing houses is a matter for the future to 
decide. The great point is that while cotton is and must continue 
to be the South’s great staple, the section can not only feed itself 
but contribute very largely toward the feeding of the nation.
